CLEVELAND WILL ACT. 


HonatorFrytiTlilnlu Clevolaod Will Take 


Ground* In favor or <;ub». 


Lewlston. Mo., Nov. 30 — "President 


Cleveland will aot in an emphatic wav 
regarding the Cuban revolution," said 
Senator William P. Fryo today, with far 
more emphasis than tbo written words in- 
dicate. 


"I tiavo good grounds for HO believing, 


and as I oxpect|nothlng of this congress— 
or, rather, of this senate—I am mado glad 
by tbu confidence, which I now feel In tho 
man at tbo White House " 


These word! were uttered by tho Maine 


senator, who has hold aloft tbe banner of 
Cuban liberty many times during tho lust 
year. Tbo conversation had begun peace 
fully enough with tbe question: "What 
will congress do during tbo short ses- 
sion!"1 


Senator Fryo expressed his hopes the 


Republican silver obstructionist! In the 
•enato would withdraw their amendment 
to tbo Dlngloy bill and allow It or u good 
substitute to pans, IIH something must be 
dono at once to Increase tho revenue. 


"But, if not, what tbon?" 
" Then an extra session la inevitable," 


wa* tho tare rojolndor. "President Me- 
Ktnley is not n man to allow things to 
continue, an they arc." 


"Is that tho only reason for calling un 


extra session*" WUH asked. 


'No. To bo candid, there are other 


reasons quite as Imperative." 


"What, for example?" 
"Our foreign relations, first: a subject 


of the gravest public Importance." 


"The Cuban situation?" 
"Yes, If It is not disposed of curlier," 


replied the senator, with a sbado of cau- 
tion. 


"Thun you have hopes of something bo- 


Ing dono for Cuba during tbo short ses- 
sion"" 


"Not by congress," was tbo emphatic 


response. "I have no hopes of It boyond 
tariff legislation and tbe appropriation 
bills, 
Tbe house was prnctlo illy of one 


mind regarding that struggle for freedom 
on which the eyex of all the world is fix- 
ed, but tbo senate was lukewarm. 
It dls 


credited the country In tho eyes of the 
world. 
.Several senators who did not op- 


pose tbo Cuban resolution are known to 
be opposed to any notion en the part of 
our government "

"Wheroln, then, lies your hopcf"
